Once a week is sufficient for this 
treatment when the bunds age to fairly 
good condition, but when they huve 
been much neglected It should be 
given every night for two or three 
weeks till they are soft and smooth;

Hands which turn red and appear 
swollen In hot weather should be 
washed In warm water (never cold), 
and a few drops of liquid ammonia 
should be added to the. water. After 
washing they should be dusted with 
starch, and all gloves should be quite 
loose fitting. :

Three months ago Redcliff 
was in immediate danger of 
typhoid infection. Her back- 
yards, vaults and alleys were 
littered with refuse which was 
ideal breeding ground for ty- 
phoid bacteria. After experi- 
mentation of various sorts the 
council fell upon the sanitary 
system now in operation, and 
it would be self-sustaining if 
those who benefited by it paid 
their bills, About $125 of $700 
for work done has been remit 
ted. There are teams and men 
to pay and each single assess- 
ment will neither make nor 
break a property owner. The 
residents should show appreci- 
ation of the clean-up by doing 


the packing, as the mid-west

If the 
poor brute under experiment has 
feces of fresh gland grafted b neath 
ita skin, the derangement of nutrition 
is forthwith checked. An extract 
from such a gland sérves just as well. 
A singular fact ia that thyroid glands 
in healthy and mature animals con- 
tain more iodine than does any other 
tissue; and the activity of a-gland as 
a remedy is in proportion to the lodine 
it contans. Why, nobody knows as 
yet. But knowledge, though incom- 
plete, may have great value as far as 
it goes. In some parts of Burope, e8- 
ecially in Switzerland and Northern 
taly, the deformity known ag cretin- 
ism, afflicts wide districts. This and 
allied diseases of imperfect nutrition 
are accompanied by thyrofd glands 
either withered or undevelopel. In 
such cases welcome rellot follows up- 
on the administration of thyrold ex- 
tract; its particles seem to fly to the 
places where they find simila: partt- 
cles, much as iron filings speed to 
the magnet swayed above them. 

Other glands, in elaborate tests, are 
proving to be equally helpfal to phy- 
Sicians. Take, for example, those 
berne immediately abovo the kidney. 
es yleld a preparation called adre- 
nalin. This powerfully closes the 
smaller blood-vessels, so that {it ar- 
rests bleeding, which — unchecked, 
thight threaten death.

Brigandace In Northern Manchuria 

Commercial conditions. in North 
Manchuria during the year 1912, have 
been far from satisfactory, says Mr. 
Mr. A, B. Bastes, the British Acting 
Consul at Harbin, in his report for 
91912. Even at this great distance from 
the centres of the Chinese revolution 
which broke out in the autumn of 
1911, he says, its effects have been 
manifested in lessening the already 
sufficiently vague and shadowy au- 
thority exercised by Chinese official- 
dom over the population. 

A digect incentive was thus given 
to lawless acts of brigandage, and 
large numbers swelled the ranks of 
the redoubtable Hunghutzu or red 
beards who infested the countryside 
and made a prosperous livelihood by 
means of rapine and the holding for 
ransom of persons and property, Such 
terror Cid these men exercise that car- 
riers refused to face the risk of the 
road unless very highly paid, and the 
prices commanded for t-e hire of their 
services and yehicles rose to one hun- 
dred and ‘fifty per cent. in excess of 
the nominal figuro, 

The natural result was that far 
smaller quantities of.cereals were vb- 
tainable than had beea anticipated, 
and the local prices rose to an almost 
prohibitive scale—from $15 to $20 
per ton;. failures were no: infrequent, 
end the riore substantial merchants 
were in many cases only able to load 
the vessels chartered’to fulfil their 
forward contracts at a serious loss. 
Instead of the anticipated large {n- 
kerease in the exports of soya beans 
during the year 1912, for the haulage 
of which the Chinese Bastern Railway 
had made elaborate preparations, the 
value of exports of ‘his commodity 
was actually only some 77 per cent. 
of the figures reached in 1911.
